ABOUT A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 
Quite the most enthusldstie people in the world seem ‘to be 
the men and women who have learned Egperanto. What is 
Esperanto? It is one of the “attempts” at a univarsal language, 


to which I referred im an editorial some time ago advocating the 
gtudy of colloquial Latin. There must be a agg -ancaggr As 
for I have | 


Eaperantiste feeding “Our Sunday Visitor,” 
deluged with letters—and none of them short— from the ¢n- 
thusiastic advoeates of Beperanto, all over the United States. 

I had no idea there were so many Catholic Weperantists in the 
world, and every single one seemed to have had an immediate 
inspiration to write to me, and put my wandering feet on the 
straight road, the moment he read what I had to say about Latin. 
It is surprising how unanimows all these correspondents were in 
endorsing my statement that most students of Latin did not know 
how to speak it at the end of a six-years’ course. They took this 
as ground for demanding tinconditional surrender on my part, and 
then proceeded to inform me that the whole Bsperanto grammar 
can be learned in an hour, and the language itself in a few days. 
To prove it, I was sent at least two dozen copies of a 24-page 
booklet, Which sells for four cents, and informed that if I mastered 
it I would know how to read, write and speak Esperanto. 

Well, I read the et from cover to cover, and I must con- 
fess that for simplict and ease of acquisition Esperanto has 
certainly the advantage of Latin. In fact, there Is no comparison. 
I think that any one, putting his mind to the study of Esperanto, 
and who knows at the same time something of Italian as well as 
his own language, could really master Esperanto within a week. 
Difficulties seém to have beén miraculousiy removed from the 
study of the language. Rules are few and memorizing easy. New 
words sre added without diffculey. The only trouble is to get 
people to speak it. Here, the Bsperantists claim they have been 
méeting with success. They sent me a Catholic paper published 
in Beperanto and resolutions of the Catholic Esperanto Congress. 
The resolutions, however, were In Latin. It is sald that thousands 
and thousands of people are able to spéak Esperanto today, and 
that many business firms use !t for foreign correspondence. Al! 
of this ia good. 1 wae glad to hear it, and glad to be enlightened 
on what actually has bean accomplished. 

All that I have said, however, has very little to do with my 
advocacy of teaching Latin as a spoken language. My connecting 
it’ with the universal language idea was only secondary to the idea 
of having Latin taught properly. Since the publication of the 
editorial, 1 have’ been informed that there is a #chool in Cam- 
bridge, Pngland, where both Latin and Greek are taught to the 
pupiis just as French is taught, according to the Berlitz Method. 
In my judgment, the Tuseulan Gystem, used by the Societas 
Gentium Latina is superior to any other. The arguments in favor 
of teaching Latin as a colloquial language lose nothing from the 
fact that Esperanto is so easy of acquirement. The educated man, 
especially the Catholic, may know Esperanto, but that gives him 
no lHieense to allow the treasures locked up in Latin to be left 
inaccessable to him. We hear the phrase, “The genius of a lan- 
guage,” frequéntly weed. One never can have “the genius of a 
language’ without at least knowing how to speak it. Two years 
of Latin taught eolloquially will, I venture to say, give a better 
foundation for the classics, than five years of “just gfammar.”

In the parish every Catholic participates, as it were, 
in home benefits, and has the immediate personal attention of his 
Own pastor. In fact, in a certain way, the parish can be compared 
to the family. It has something of its unity and intimateness, and 
it offers something of its personal affection and care. But the 
welfare of the Church at large is something wider, more far- 
reaching and important than that of the particular parish. TYere- 
fore the parish loyalty, pari#h affection and interest, must not be 
merely parochial. They must reach out and leap over the bounds 
of the parish, and extend their loving zeal and care to the interests 
of the great Universal Chureh of Christ.
